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‘And There Went Out A Decree 


George Orwell's 1984 here we come. 

The Supreme Court has ruled unconstitutional the 
‘following 22-word nen compulsory, non denomina- 
{tional prayer, which was read each morning 
| York state public sehoois: 

‘Almighty God, we acknowledge our dependence 
upon thee, aud we beg thy blessings upon ns, our par- 
ents, our teachers and our country.”’ 

In their six to one decision — two abstained — the 
justices sdid :he prayer set up by the New York State 
Board of Regents was in violation of the first amend- 
ment beeause it was ‘‘an establishment of religion.’’ 

Asseciate Justice Hugo L. Black, writing the ma}- 
ority opinien, said the Supreme Court agreed that ‘‘the 
constitutional prohibition against laws respecting an 
establishment of religion must at least mean that in 
this country it is no part of the business of government 
te compose official prayers for any group of the Am- 
erican people to recite as a part of a religious program 
earried on by government. 

If this is the ease, should the Pledge of Allegiance 
| be ruled uneonstitutional for recitation at schools and 
| pablie meetings because it contains the words ‘‘uoder 

God’’? 

We coneur with Associate Justice Potter Stewart, 
who opposed the measure. 

‘* T cannot see how an official religion’ is-establish- 
ed by letting those who want to say a prayer say it. 
On’ the contrary, I think that to deny the wish of the 
school children to join in reciting this prayer is to deny 
them the opportunity of sharing,in the spiritual herit- 
age of our nation,’’ he wrote.
